When it conies to free trade 
and the ■■globalization"of trade or 
finance, Noam Chomsky is a non- 
believer. And he says most of the 
world's people would be non-believ- 
ers too. if they were getting enough 
information about the impact the trade 
deals being sought by government 
and business leaders will have on 
them. 

You're led to believe 'glo- 
balization' is inevitable so you won't 
do anything about it," says the MIT 
linguist and political critic. "There 
are various devices that are used all 
the time to try to keep people passive 
and marginalized and away from the 
public arena so that rich and power- 
ful people can run things without 
interference." 

"And there are a lot of devices 
that are. used for this. One of the 
devices is to say 'well, it's all inevi- 
table. You can't do anything about it 
anyway. It's like a hurricane so just 
live with it'. But there's nothing in- 
evitable." 

Even limiting discussion to 
"free trade" and globalization is con- 
ceding a point to those who want to 
keep liberalization of finance from 
being discussed in an open manner, 
says Chomsky. 

But no matter what is dis- 
cussed, whether it is liberalization of 
trade or finance, it is obvious who is 
not discussing it. 
Public in the dark 

Chomsky points to NAFTA 
or the North American Free Trade 
Agreement, as an example. He says 
the decisions about trade are being 
made in democratic countries such as 
the US or Canada, where there are no 
threats of military coups and people 
could make decisions to change 
things. But there is no public outcry 
when the public is kept mostly in the 
dark. 

"How many people know 
what NAFTA does?" he asks. "The 
extent of exclusion is fantastic. It's 
worse in the US than in Canada. In 
Canada, there was some discussion

The forces responsible for the 
corporate-driven globalization proc- 
ess are becoming strikingly removed 
from any pretence of popular control. 
Institutions like the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), World Bank 
and World Trade Organization 
(WTO), or the "holy trinity" of mod- 
em capitalism are run exclusively by 
unaccountable bureaucrats and tech- 
nocrats headquartered in Washing- 
ton or Geneva, and who manage the 
transnational system on behalf of in- 
vestors and corporations. 

Since the passage of the 
Canada-US free trade deal and the 
North American Free Trade Agree- 
ment (NAFTA), the "free trade" 
agenda has become a matter of blind

about NAFTA or the so-called free 
trade agreement between the US and 
Canada. In the United States there 
was virtually none. 

"In fact, I've gone over the 
record on this and written about it. 
When NAFTA came along they in- 
tended to sign it in secret. The inten- 
tion was to do it completely in secret, 
but it broke through a little bit so they 
had to make it kind of 
public. 

"What was sup- 
pressed was quite inter- 
esting. The US Office 
of Technology Assess- 
ment (OTA), which is 
the research branch of 
Congress, did a detailed 
analysis of the proposed 
NAFTA agreement and 
came out with a very 
sharp critique of it, say- 
ing it'sa very bad agree- 
ment, it's going to be 
harmful to the people 
of Mexico, the US and 
Canada. That was never 
mentioned in the press." 

Labor also criti- 
cized NAFTA. Unions 
agreed with free trade 
in principle, but like the 
OTA, labor suggested 
changes. Labor was 
"denounced for being 
protectionist, reaction- 
ary and muscle bound. 
They never presented 
their position," he says, 
"It was never allowed 
to appear." 

"Well, if it is never allowed to 
appear, the number of people who 
know about it are the people who 
read Z magazine or something like 
that. It is as if it didn't exist. In gen- 
eral, the public was not involved." 

An uninformed public won't 
pressure elected representatives to 
amend a trade agreement. Chomsky 
says people should be doing just that. 
Questioning the nature of trade has in 
fact been on the increase since 
NAFTA went into effect. 
Is NAFTA free trade at all? 

"The only accurate parts are 
the first two words," says Chomsky. 
"Is there freer trade than there was? It 



depends how you measure trade. So, 
for example, if the Ford Motor Com- 
pany produces parts in Indiana and 
sends them to northern Mexico to be 
assembled and then sends them back 
to Illinois to make them into a car. Is 
that trade in both directions or is it 
operations internal to Ford Motor 
Company, a totalitarian institution? 
"If you say that the internal 




operations of Ford Motor Company 
are trade, then you have to ask why is 
it trade when it crosses the Mexico- 
US border but it's not trade when it 
crosses the Indiana-Illinois border?" 

And it is "trade internal to 
corporations" that has accounted for 
a large proportion of the increase in 
trade since NAFTA. Chomsky esti- 
mates, based on figures released by 
corporations involved, that 60 per- 
cent of US exports to Mexico are 
actually internal to a corporation. He 
can't say for sure because "The num- 
bers have to be taken with a big grain 
of salt." 

"Now is that trade? Well no. 
It's just a way of maximizing profit 



and making working conditions as 
rotten as possible internal to a corpo- 
ration that happens to be crossing a 
border. You can get more easily ex- 
ploitable labor in Mexico because 
they've got a harsh government, they 
destroy unions and you don't have to 
worry about environmental con- 
straints," he says. "But to call this 
trade is extremely misleading." 

Is global trade any differ- 
ent? 

Chomsky says rough es- 
timates of "global trade" 
internal to corporations run 
from about 30 percent to 
about 50 percent of transac- 
tions, and are on the in- 
crease. The fact this sort of 
trade does not much benefit 
the people in the countries 
where it is taking place is 
only part of the problem. 
He also questions the effi- 
ciency of this increased 
trade. 

"Trade is supposed to 
be efficient. That's what 
everybody tells you. Well, 
that's an ideological con- 
struct. It depends what you 
count," he says. 

Take, for example, the 
use of fossil fuels and the 
environmental costs of its 
use. That cost is "probably 
huge," he says, "and if you 
count that in, trade becomes 
much less efficient." 
Human costs of globaliza- 
tion 
"In the southeastern region of 
China, where most of the export is 
going on, people work under condi- 
tions which are absolutely horren- 
dous," he says. And for those who say 
Canada, the US or any other industri- 
alized country can't tell China what to 
do, Chomsky asks why not? Espe- 
cially when factories where the work 
is being done are owned by foreigners. 
"You take a look at the condi- 
tions in the factories and there are a 
huge number of deaths, industrial ac- 
cidents and horrible conditions," he 
says. "Many of the working people are 
women, young women who are drawn 
in because they could not survive oth- 
erwise. Then they are thrown out when 



they are 25 because you can get 
more malleable and cheaper women. 
"People are being burned to 
death, locked into factories. Those 
are the people we should be worry- 
ing about," says Chomsky. 

There are many Canadians, 
Americans and others who do care, 
but many feel opposing trade agree- 
ments or economic blocks such as 
APEC or NAFTA is impossible. 
Countering the tide 

Noam Chomsky says we 
should not be trying to stop the glo- 
balization tide or try ing to stop APEC 
anyway. "Being opposed to it is too 
blunt an instrument, I think, because 
that can be interpreted as being op- 
posed to poor people in China. But 
first, you must not let them (elite) 
set the framework. Take NAFTA 
for example, that was an example of 
a framework set by Power. It 
shouldn't have been the framework 
that was adopted. 

"The labor movement in the 
United States was correct. They said 
'we are not opposed to an agree- 
ment on real trade with Mexico and 
Canada'. In fact, they said it will 
probably be a good idea. But under 
what conditions? Will it be under 
conditions that guarantee the rights 
of investors and banks? Or will it be 
under conditions that guarantee the 
rights of people, including people of 
future generations when it comes to, 
for example, environmental issues. 
Will it be those considerations? 

"Well, we want the latter. So 
maybe it's a good agreement but 
let's do it in such a way that the 
interests of the general public are 
foremost and not the interests of 
bankers and investors. That's the 
right approach." 

"And it's the same with 
APEC," he adds. "There are people 
all over Asia struggling for human 
rights, labor rights, better environ- 
mental conditions, women's rights, 
all sorts of things. And, in fact, it's 
probably the large majority of the 
population. They're the ones we're 
interested in and we want an agree- 
ment with them."

There is a 
seemingly never-ending alphabet 
soup of agreements that are being 
undertaken without popular consent: 
the Free Trade Area of the Americas 
(FTAA), which extends NAFTA to 
the entire hemisphere (save Cuba); 
the Asia-Pacific Economic Coopera- 
tion (APEC) forum, which aims to 
carve a free trade zone out of the 
entire Asia-Pacific region; and the 
recently revealed Transatlantic Free 
Trade Area (TAFTA) currently be- 
ing negotiated in Brussels between 
the European Union and United 
States. 

Perhaps the most flagrant ex- 
ample of the attempt by transnational 
capital to entrench its power is the 
Multilateral Agreement on Invest- 
ment (MAI), which has been negoti- 
ated behind closed doors since 1995 
at the Organization for Economic 



Cooperation and Development 
(OECD), yet another faceless institu- 
tion of technocrats headquartered in 
Paris. While negotiations have been 
suspended until October, the corpo- 
rate bill of rights envisioned by the 
MAI still tops the wishlist of inves- 
tors and big business, as well as their 
surrogates at the OECD, WTO and 
elsewhere. 

It often seems impossible to 
target the corporate globalization 
process which operates on many lev- 
els and is presented as an inevitabil- 
ity by governments and a compliant 
mainstream media. However, a group 
of local activists have decided to give 
it a try ... 

Operation SalAMI (meaning 
"bad MAI" or "no good friend" in 
French) is an attempt to resist the 
MAI and the broader process it repre- 
sents by targeting Montreal's very 



own annual celebration of the free 
market, the Conference de Montreal 
on Globalized Economies, to be held 
at the Sheraton Center Hotel between 
May 24 to 27. The Conference, now in 
its fourth year, is a gathering of eco- 
nomic and political elites, local and 
international, aiming to uncritically 
promote the agenda of big capital. 

This year's Conference guest 
list includes the Governor of the Bank 
of Canada, the Governor of New York, 
the President of Romania, the former 
head of the European Commission, 
representatives of the Deutsche Bank 
Group and the US State Department as 
well as senior executives of Bombar- 
dier and the Royal Bank. Corporate 
"sponsors and collaborators" include 
Bell Canada Enterprises, Power Cor- 
poration, Hydro-Quebec, KPMG as 
well as the Globe and Mail and La 
Presse newspapers. 



One of the featured speakers 
is to be Donald Johnston, Secretary- 
General of the OECD and a leading 
proponent of the MAI. He will un- 
doubtedly try to use the Conference 
to rally his troops in response to 
increasing public pressure against 
the MAI and similar treaties. 

The Conference de Montreal 
might not be a negotiating session 
for the MAI or some such agree- 
ment, but it is at forums like the 
Conference that ideas like the MAI 
are first proposed and acted on. The 
Conference is a fundamentally elit- 
ist and pro-business forum which 
purposely excludes the representa- 
tives of broader civil society, la- 
bour, women, indigenous persons, 
anti-poverty groups, environmental 
organizations, while strategizing 
about how to pursue policies and 
actions that are to their detriment. 
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Recognition for Fort St. Joseph

On Wednesday January 1 3, a 
lectur was given by Dr. Graeme 
Mount and Mr. Andre Laferriere 
concerning the history of Fort St 
Joseph and the release of an upcom- 
ing book co-authored by them about 
Ihe fort's important past. 

Fort St. Joseph is not a well 
known historical site but its histori- 
cal significance cannot be overstated. 
A key 'battle' was won out of Fort St 
Joseph by British troops with the 
help of a significant number of Na- 
tive and local warriors during the 
war of 1812. Battle is not really an 
appropriate word to describe the ac- 
tions that took place since no shots 
were ever fired. But, nonetheless, a 
key American fort was conquered as 
aresult and the British held the upper 
hand in the northern Great Lakes for 
the duration of the war. 

The book co-authored by Dr. 
Mount and Mr. Laferriere will not be 
available until next year due to pub- 
lishing delays but when it does ap- 
pear on the shelves, it will contain a 
full history of the fort and the sur- 
rounding area. 

The book was made possible 
dirough a grant from INORD who 
were also well represented at the 
lecture. This grant allowed the two 



co-authors to travel to places such as 
Cornwall, Sault St Marie and as far 
as Washington DC to conduct their 
research. 

One of the things that per- 
plexed Dr. Mount about this fort dur- 
ing his research 
venture was the 
lack of signs 
along the 

TransCanada 
highway adver- 
tising the pres- 
ence of this sig- 
nificant histori- 
cal site. Dr. 
Mount was in- 
formed that new 
legislation by 
Mike Harris' 
government that 
privatized 

signage along some highways has 
caused the costs of maintaining signs 
to soar. Fort St. Joseph's budget was 
strained as it was and could not afford 
the exorbitant costs of putting signs 
along the TransCanada highway. 

Dr. Mount and Mr. Laferriere 
initiated a letter writing campaign to 
local MPPs to pressure Mike "Big 
Business" Harris to repeal this sign 
legislation. Fortunately the local 
MPPs were able to convince good ol' 
Mike to give in and his government 




will once again allow these signs 
starting this year which should in- 
crease tourism revenue for the fort. 
Indeed, one of the major goals 
of the book is to promote tourism to 
Fort St. Joseph. Something else that 
may help bring 
• these needed 

dollars to the 
area is a resto- 
ration of the 
fort. Unfortu- 
nately, there is 
some very vo- 
cal opposition 
to this idea 
from those in- 
volved at the 
fort. Dr. 

Mount ex- 
pressed his 
hope that a 
compromise might be reached in this 
matter and have only part of the fort 
restored and the other part remain in 
its original state. 

Sadly, this book will not be 
available for some time but when it 
does come out it will undoubtedly 
present a very informed history of the 
fort and its surrounding area. For

Support Alan Maki's Fight Against Deportation

Alan Maki is fighting for his 
right to political choice and he wants 
you to help. 

On Friday January the 1 5th 
Alan Maki spoke before members of 
the Sudbury Coalition for Social Jus- 
tice, citizens of Sudbury and mem- 
bers of the communist party of Canada 
as part of a thirty city tour across 
Canada to raise support for the Maki 
family and its fight against deporta- 
tion. 

Alan Maki fled to Canada 
from the U.S.A. after being perse- 
cuted by the F.B.I, for his involve- 
ment in the communist party. After 
having been subjected to numerous 
forms of harassment by the Ameri- 



can government including having his 
home put under surveillance and hav- 
ing his family shot at Maki decided to 
flee to the freedom of the great white 
north. Little did he know that the 
same kind of political oppression 
would occur in Canada. 

After writing two articles 
against anti-aboriginal racism in the 
MTA and the fur industry, the Maki 
family was picked up by the RCMP 
and Canada Immigration agents stat- 
ing reasons of illegal refugee status. 
The two officers held up the articles 
Maki had written and asked him why 
he thought he had the right to criticize 
our government's treatment of native 
people when he was not even a Cana- 
dian citizen. Alan then attempted to 
claim political refugee status but to 




no avail because "it would embarrass 
the United States government" 
claimed Canada's Minister of Immi- 
gration. 

The Maki family was forbid- 
den to work or go to school in Canada 
and was not entitled to social assist- 
ance because they were not citizens 
or legal refugees. With no job and no 
money and no assistance the Maki 
family was subjected by an attempt 
from the Canadian government to 
starve them out and they are here 
today thanks to the generosity of 
their neighbours. 

The Canadian government 
knew about the Maki family all along 
due to Alan's status as a well known 
public figure in the U.S. but it wasn't 
until Alan wrote the two articles that 
anyone even bothered with them, 
seven years after they arrived in 
Canada. Alan's request for a public 
hearing from the immigration and 
refugee board was denied, making 
the board's motives rather circum- 
spect As well, if Maki's case was at 
all urgent or had a substantial amount 
of evidence to support it he would 
have been shipped out of the country 
long before now. The Immigration 
and Refugee Board has given into 
public pressure all along in his case 
and he is optimistic this tactic will 
continue to prove successful. 

Alan is asking for support for 
his campaign in the form of letters - 
to the Immigration and Refugee 
Board, to Lloyd Axworthy, to Gary 
Filman and, to petitions which will be 
available from the SGA. If pressure 
tactics have worked this far in Canada 
perhaps just a 1 ittle more squeeze and 
Alan will have the freedom he de-

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student Protests — a.k.a. For Me! 



Once upon a time, there were stories of student protests. These student protests revolved around poverty- 
stricken peoples, anti-war, and equal rights — to name a few. Worthy causes, to be sure. 

Suddenly, protesting shifted focus. Undoubtedly, a date cannot be put on this shift, but as a general guide 
line, we can say that this happened primarily in the 1990's, as a result of 1 980 's capitalist attitudes which shifted 
the mind-set today. 

Now, student activism is not focused on helping poverty stricken peoples. Nor do we protest against war or even discuss 
equal rights on any large-scale table. What has happ)ened, unfortunately, is that we want something better for ourselves. We want 
lower tuition. We want better service. We want, we want, we want. 

We no longer give. 

Even if the protesting were split between our own interests and the interests of less fortunate groups, there may be some 
merit to our mundane bitching. Keep in mind, we all want lower tuition but we are, at least, in school, which suggests that we 
can afford "higher" education. "Higher" in this case is in quotations because you have to wonder about a group of people, or 
a system of education, that promotes egocentrism of this nature. We, the well educated social body, lack human compassion. 
Not decency, as we are generally decent people, but the compassion that is required to make the world a better place. 

Many say that one cannot make a difference. That may or may not be true. Some say that a student collective cannot make 
a difference. This is untrue, and most would not believe that. This is evident in two different ways that should be pointed out. 

1 ) There is student activism. If we believed that student activism did not make a difference, than we would not be protesting 
in our own interests. 

2) In one particular case, students protesting the way Pepsi Cola exploited near-slavery labour conditions in African 
countries, and an eventual boycott of Pepsi products, led to Pepsi Cola pulling out factories and interest in these countries. 

However one views student protesting (effective or ineffective) one thing is certain: we have shifted from an anthropocen- 
tric to an egocentric view. The consideration should be shifting, if a shift is necessary, from the anthropocentric to holistic: 
promoting nature, human and personal interests in a consistent and uniform way, thus ensuring our own survival through the 
survival of every living thing in the world. 

If this shift can be made, perhaps one day we can get away from thinking about ourselves and a few dollars and begin 
protesting against multi-billion dollar multi-nationals dictating the way that governments run contries and ecological policy, as 
well as getting back into good ol' anti-war movements. These two things seem to be much more integral to the world as a whole 
than if our access to the writing centre were slashed because of budgeting problems. We need to start considering more, not just 
"what's in it for me?"

It can be very stressful and 
frustrating The first step is to relax 
since panicking never solves anything. 
Here are some suggestions that mighi 
help you get started 
FREE WRITING 

Free wnting is a process where 
a writer will simply sit down and start 
to write without worrying about any 
thing except the ideas in his or her 
head. An advantage offree writing is 
that it helps the writer focus on the 



ideas and concepts he or she wants to 
communicate rather than the mcchan i 
cal aspects of writing such as gram- 
mar and structure. Try turning off the 
computer monitor so the screen and 
the text don't distract you. 
TALK THEN WRITE 

One common problem that 
many students come across is that 
they have what is known as "informa- 
tion overload". This occurs when a 
student will research a topic to exten- 
sively for a paper of limited scope. 
The problem is communicating your 
vast knowledge regarding a subject in 
a limited framework. If this is the 
case, try to talk about your assign- 
ment to classmates, friends, relatives 
or anyone who will listen. If you can 
successfully communicate an idea of 
concept through conversation, it 
should be easier to communicate it 
through the written word. 
LISTING 

Listing is the process where a 
wnter lists all of the information he or 
she feels important to include within 



the paper. The next step is studying 
the list and deciding the order in 
which to present the information. 
Think of writing as an activity simi 
lar to driving a car and the reader is 
the passenger. The writer decides 
what locations to show the readci- 
and the best route to take to accom- 
plish that task. 

There are many other possi- 
ble solutions to writer's block. To 
read in more detail about the tech- 
niques that I have discussed and other 
possible solutions, three excellent 
resources aval lable to Laurentian stu 
dents include the following:

The Future of the Arts?

Some see the Ontario Arts 
Report as an opportunity to help the 
arts flourish in Ontario, others see it 
as an opportunity for people to waste 
needless tax dollars. What follows 
then, are only the issues at hand that 
were discussed at the AGS last Sun- 
day, and will be in debate for a long 
time to come. 

Issue #1 - Stewardship and Govern- 
ance 

In the past three years the Ontario 
Government has reduced the size of 
many government appointed arts 
boards and replaced the majority of 
board members with new appoint- 
ees. Has the Ontario Government 
used its best efforts to ensure that 
provincial arts boards are well man- 
aged and reflect all stakeholders? 

Issue #2 - Ontario Arts Endowment 
Fund 

In 1998, the Ministry of Citizen- 
ship, Culture and Recreation intro- 
duced the $23 million Ontario Arts 
Endowment Fund through which 
qualified organizations receive 
matching contributions to an en- 
dowment in their name and man- 
aged by the Ontario Arts Council 
Foundation. Participating organi- 
zations are required to invest in the 
fund in perpetuity in order to receive 
5% annual interest which can be 
used to support their operations. Is 
the Ontario Arts Endowment Fund 
an effective and appropriate way to 
provide for the current and future 
needs of artists and arts organiza- 
tions? 

Issue #3 - Sustaining our Facilities 
Investment 

Over time the Ontario Government 
has been a key partner in the devel- 
opment of arts facilities. In recent 
years capital investment in arts fa- 
cilities has been a low funding prior- 
ity. Is the Ontario Government man- 
aging its resources in a manner which 
protects the investment in arts fa- 
cilities? 



Issue #4 - Training and Professional 
Development 

To meet their fiscal agendas and goals 
during the past three years, the Minis- 
ter of Citizenship, Culture and Rec- 
reation and the Ontario Arts Council 
have severely curtailed their invest- 
ment and support to training and pro- 
fessional development. Will this cur- 
taiftnent have any significant impact 
on the future strength of the arts com- 
munity? 

Issue #5 - Arts and Education 
The Ontario Government through the 
implementation of Bill 1 60, has taken 
on full responsibility for education, 
reduced the number of school boards, 
increased teacher's classroom instruc- 
tional time and reduced grants to school 
boards through a new funding for- 
mula. Does Bill 160 ensure quality 
arts education for Ontario's students? 

Issue #6 - Community Consultation 
The Ontario Council's Guiding Prin- 
ciples state, "The Ontario Arts Coun- 
cil actively solicits the inpur. feedback 
and involvement of the artistic com- 
munity in all respects of its operations 
that affect artists. Is the Ontario Arts 
Council adhering to this stated Guid- 
ing Principle on community consulta- 
tion? 

Issue #7 - Transparency and the As- 
sessment Process 

In an open letter in the Globe and Mail 
dated July 31. 1998, the OAC Chair. 
Mr. Jackman, states that OAC's recent 
decision to include knowledgeable, 
non professional volunteers to its ad- 
visory panels "will strengthen the pan- 
els... will strengthen the attention paid 
to financial considerations..." will ex- 
pose volunteers to the issues facing 
these groups. Will this be an effective 
strategy?

Landscapes Through 

the Looking Glass

As you may be aware, the Art 
Gallery of Sudbury is currently pre- 
senting Imaginary Landscapes, an ex- 
hibition of the work of Lionel Venne, 
a Northern Ontario artist. Venne cre- 
ates collages from manufactured or 
h a n d - 




scape cre- 
ated en- 
tirely from memory and imagination. 
His Artist's Statement tells us, "I do 
not seek to paint or reproduce the 
landscape as it is, but rather to express 
my thoughts and communion with 
nature, through the techniques of cut- 
ting, tearing, and pasting . . . onto a 
surtace. . . . The paintings present a 
recaptured feeling of landscapes seen 
in the past, rather than an immediate 
response to a landscape before my 
eyes. I rarely work outside." The exhi- 
bition includes ten years of Venne's 
work. 

Venne's collection includes 
winter scenes and summer scenes, day 
scenes and night scenes. He uses win- 
dows as symbols in many of his col- 
lages, perhaps indicating that the paint- 
ing isn't necessarily what it seems to 
be - look through the window and you 
might see something different. Xs are 



also frequently present, suggesting 
that there are many interpretations 
of each work. To immediately settle 
on one is the wrong approach. His 
paintings are more interpretations 
of emotions than they are of actual 
landscapes. 

His winterpaintings hit hard- 
est. The medium of recycled, tom- 
up paper 
creates a 
starkness 
in some of 
his col- 
lages that's 
a visual 
punch to 
the stom- 
ach for 
anyone 
who'sever 
seen a Sud- 
bury land- 
scape at 
night, 
when it's - 
40°C. The view is beautiful, but 
incredibly lonely. A Winter Place, a 
1 989 painting and the earliest in the 
collection, depicts what seems to be 
a snow -covered plain, ending at pur- 
ple mountains which are framed 
against a blue-grey sky. At the bot- 
tom of the picture are shapes which 
could be interpreted as a fenced-in 
road, or perhaps the earth's crust, 
being held up by columns from be- 
neath. The initial image is spare and 
quite lonely, but windows in the sky 
create a feeling of promise. They 
suggest that over the mountains, 
something good might be waiting. 
Another winter painting car- 
ries an entirely different feel. Win- 
ter of '47 is a painting from 1 995. It 
shows us a Spartan landscape - grey- 
white ground with a small lavender 
building, made very small against a 



huge black sky. The sky has a full, 
round white moon, and a scattering 
of stars. Lines coming in from the 
sides suggest the painting is a 
memory; it is framed and will never 
change as a landscape just painted 
might. At first glance, this seems a 
depressing painting, but an X lies on 
the snow, suggesting we should think 
again. The painting is about the snow- 
storm of '47, which buried Venne's 
house. Venne was just a boy at the 
time. He remembers the entire period 
as nighttime, because all the win- 
dows were covered with snow: how- 
ever, it wasn't frightening at iiil In 
fact, it was fantastic - there wasn't 
any school. TTie bright colour ot the 
house could suggest this plea.scd emo- 
tion. 

Finally, a brighter painting 
from 1 989 suggests some very uifter- 
ent emotions. First Morning depicts 
brown and grey earth against a dark 
blue sky. An orange plume is erupt- 
ing from the earth, sending lines of 
energy and small chunks of matter in 
all directions. Blue Xs in the earth 
suggest that the sky is infiltrating the 
earth as the earth spews itself into the 
sky. The painting almost suggests the 
evisceration of Earth in order to cre- 
ate the warmth and light of the first 
morning - in fact, it looks like there's 
an outline of a sun in the orange 
wash. As opposed to his stiller winter 
pieces. First Morning creates an illu- 
sion of movement with its vb'ant 
colours and scatterings of paper The 
painting seems alive. 

The collages show great range 
and imagination on the part of Venne; 
he successfully turns scraps of paper 
into vibrant, living landscapes. The 
exhibit will be at the Art Gallery until 
February 7th. Before it goes, you 
should go and appreciate the unique- 
ness of Venne's style. 
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No matter how you lix)k at the 
investment ride in 1 998, it was a nail- 
biter. In the previous year, the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average closed at 
7,908, an amazing 23-percent ad- 
vance following two years of double- 
digit gains. By mid-July of 1998, it 
Icxiked as though a fourth consecu- 
tive banner year was shaping up. The 
Dow had climbed another 18 per- 
cent, and the broader Standard and 
Poor's 500 Stock Index had soared 
another 18 percent - then all hell 
broke loose. Asian economies im- 
ploded, Russia defaulted, and inves- 
tors rediscovered money-market 
funds. By the end of August, the 
Dow was below its 1997 close, and 
the S&P was about even. The central 
banks of countries responded by 
slashing interest rates. 

Despite the rocky ride, the mar- 
ket's behaviour provided some im- 
portant investment lessons. And if 
you were smart enough, or lucky 
enough, to pick the right stocks, you 
could have earned staggering returns. 
In this article, we will look at the 
lessons learned over the past year in 
an effort to help you this year. 

1 . Technology is the principle growth 
driver in world markets - Technology 
companies dominate this year's list 
of best-performing stocks. Thirteen 
of the top twenty are software or 
telecommunication companies. Sev- 
enteen of the twenty trade on the 
tech-oriented Nasdaq. Eight are inti- 
mately related to the Internet. In 

1997, only two of the top twenty 
could remotely be called software 
companies, and three actually had 
steel in their company descriptions. 

2. Exuberance is abating - When stock 
prices soar and swoon as they did in 

1998, it is hard to get a bead on the 
market. Looking at the year's top- 
performing stocks helps to bring the 
blurry picture into focus. In 1 998, for 
example, the average total return of 
the top 20 stocks on the Bloomberg 
100 was 266.2 percent. In contrast, in 
1 997, the average gain for the top 20 
was 468 percent. In 1998, only 5 
stocks had returns of over 300 per- 
cent. In 1 997, all 20 had returns over 
300 percent. 

When stock prices of the hottest 
stocks grow at roughly half of the 
previous year's rate, it means that 
irrational valuations are no longer 
investors' guiding light. Will there 
be red-hot stocks in 1 999? Of course. 
But don't expect investor excitement 
to fuel monster price moves. 

3. Diversification beyond your own 
shares does not work (certainly not 
the way you've been led to believe) - 
Globalization, technology-linked 
markets, and a strong dose of bad 
economic management can cause dis- 
parate markets to sink as a group, at 



least in the short run. 

Ah! Thailand, Russia, Brazil - put 
your money there, the pros barked, 
that's where the growth is! Forawhile, 
these markets were on fire. Asset 
managers and investment bankers 
hopped around the world scouring 
for new investments, schmoozing the 
locals, and taste-testing the cuisine 
so they could casually drop global 
into their conversations. But, if you 
stayed in these markets in 1998, you 
got hurt pretty bad. Emerging-mar- 
kets equity funds tanked in 1998, 
falling a stunning 3 1 percent through 
mid-November. Emerging-market 
bond funds imploded too, falling 
about 19 percent. 

4. Hedge Funds are risky, no matter 
how many Nobel laureates are in- 
volved. - Talk about unraveling! In 
September, Long-Term Capital Man- 
agement, a hedge fund run by a group 
of Wall-Street sharpies, went bust. 






causing all kinds of turmoil - espe- 
cially in Russia. If you have the 
money to buy into a hedge fund, be 
smart to invest in the ones that tell 
you where and how your money will 
be invested. Thiswon'tpreventlosses 
necessarily. But, at least you won't 
feel like an idiot when a disbelieving 
friend asks, "you mean you didn't 
know what they were doing with your 
money." 

5. The industry's mantra of "better, 
faster, cheaper" means technology 
will become even more widespread - 
Who would have thought it - fast PCs 
that were an engineer's dream a cou- 
ple of year's ago have now broken 
the $1000 hairier. All the major 
players, including Compaq, Gateway , 
Hewlett-Packard, and IBM, offer at 
least one model with full capabilities 
for $1000 or less. Several factors 
have converged to drive computer 
prices down, notable cutthroat com- 
petition and vastly improved micro- 
processors. Moreover, the industry 
is actually paying attention to con- 
sumer preferences. In the past, most 
users were bewildered by an array of 




capabilities that they seldom used. 
Now they can buy a reasonably- 
priced device that works as just a 
word processor or Internet-access 
vehicle. Manufacturers know that 
consumers are demanding faster, 
cheaper, simpler machines. 

Sure, the industry headliners are 
trading at mind-boggling multiples, 
but sharp investors should interpret 
the lesson broadly. Consider the 
many companies that are less viable 
beneficiaries of the tech boom, in- 
cluding niche software designers, 
data carriers, and network provid- 
ers. 

6. Small-cap stocks have lagged be- 
cause they didn't ride the global 
wave - For the first three quarters of 
1998, small-cap investors were a 
forlorn lot, just as they were in 1 997 
aiid 1996. Smaller-capitalization 
stocks had been in the swamps so 
long that they were growing gills. 




The reason? No one seems to 
know, even though the question had 
been studied from every angle. The 
sobering facts: The Russell 2000 
Index if smaller-cap stocks has 
lagged behind the S&P since 1994. 
But at least it was going up for some 
of that period. Not so for most of 
1998, when the benchmark index 
for small caps tumbled. In early 
October, the Russell 2000 Index was 
down 28 percent, meanwhile, the 
S&P was up 2 percent. 

Though small cap stocks have 
not gotten on the global bandwagon, 
is that not a good thing, especially 
considering the smoldering wreck- 
age of so many world economies? 
Small companies have been the re- 
liable engine of growth in North 
American economies. If you want 
to invest in our economy, the purest 
play is investing in small-sized com- 
panies as opposed to multinational 
giants. Although bear markets tend 
to signal that small caps may out- 
perform the S&P 500, don't try to 
time your move too precisely. This 
asset class typically scores big gains 
in a brief time.

Niice Slips on Reports of 
Jordan's Retirement 



Nike Inc. stock slipped more than 4 percent last week as investors 
worried sales of the company's athletic shoes and apparel would take a 
bad bounce when its top endorser, Michael Jordan, announced his 
retirement. Nike was off 2 1/16 the day ttiatthe superstar guard, who has 
led die Bulls to six wwld championships, announced his retirement from 
the National Basketball Association. 

Nike declined to comment about Jordan's retirement, but said previ- 
ously that Jordan-endorsed products account for more than $250 million 
in annual revenue. Jordan gets more than $20 million annually from the 
company in fees based, in part, on a percentage of sales. 

Jordan-endorsed products and Nike took a hit in 1993 and 1994 when 
Jordan fust retired from basketball to pursue a cm'eer in baseball. Since 
then, Nike has made elaborate preparations for life without Jordan on the 
court by creating a separate "Team Jordan" brand that could be expanded 
beyond athletic wear to more lifestyle oriented apparel Jordan is an avid 
amateur golfer and much of the apparel is expected to be geared towards 
golfers. 

Though they have been preparing for this for some time, Nike sales, 
already battered by the Asian economic slump and shifting fashions, are 
likely to continue to suffer over the next year or two as people become 
more accustomed to Jordan's retirement. In addition, the recentiy- 
resolved NBA lockout is expected to hurt both Nike and other athletic 
companies.

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Y2K - Laurentian Searches for a Cure

The countdown to the year 
2000 seems to bring out mixed feel- 
ings for many people. There is an 
excitement around the idea of wit- 
nessing the next millennium, and then 
there are those who are explormg the 
complications this can translate into 
within the realm of computers. 

Y2K [Year 2 Kilo (Thou- 
sand)] or the "millennium bug" has 
been the focus of those who work 
with computers for a few years now. 
There is a range of predictions as to 
the extent of an impact this will have 
on computers, and people around the 
world. 

The Y2K problem can be 
summed up as a problem with a com- 
puter's ability to recognize the year 
2000. Computers that use the last two 
numbers of a year for identification 
like 1999 as "99" will recognize the 
year 2000 as "00" and therefore record 
the year as though it were the year 
1900. 

On a small scale, some of 
the amusing problems that have al- 
ready occurred was in 1992 when 
Mary was invited to join kindergar- 
ten classes. Her name turned up 
among others identified in a database 
search for people bom in '88; at the 
time she was 1 04 years old. The com- 
puter was not equipped to handle the 
year 2000, so it searched the database 
for those bom in 1888 as well as 
1988. 

Granted, this may seem like 
a small problem that can be easily 
corrected, yet there are larger impli- 
cations of the Y2K problem. An ex- 
ample would be: you make a deposit 
to your personal account at the end of 
1999, then write a cheque or make a 
transfer in the year 2000. If the bank's 
computer regards "00" as the data 
field 1 900, it will treat the withdrawal 
as if it were made before the deposit, 
and your personal account would be 
overdrawn. 

There is a range of predic- 
tions as to the impact this will have on 
the daily workings of our country. 
There are those who anticipate the 
computer problem will be nothing 



more than a series of inconveniences. 
Others believe that because so much 
of our daily lives are impacted by 
computers that we should be pre- 
pared for a global 'shutdown'. Then 
there are those who fall in the middle, 
believing that it is better to be pre- 
pared for problems then ignore the 
possibilities. 

On a larger scale, major 
companies and coiporations are work- 
ing on making sure that their systems 
are Y2K compatible. Companies such 
as Bell and Hydro understand the 
impact their inability to work in the 
year 2000 could have. 

On a smaller scale, there is 
preparation work that an individual 
can do in anticipation of a future 
problem. There are currently several 
web sites that have been set up to 
offer those with personal home com- 
puters information on applications to 
u{)date the computer programs that 
they already use. Books, articles, and 
computer stores are available to help 
the individual prepare to meet possi- 
ble problems. 

Author Bryce Rangland, in 
his book The Year 2000 Problem 
Solver. suggests the following exer- 
cise to test your home computer Set 
the date and time on your computer to 
read 1 2/3 1/99, 1 1 :58 pm. When you 
turn off your computer and restart 
three minutes later most computers 
will show 1/4/1980. This is due to a 
DOS default date. When you reset 
the time to 12/31/1999, 1 1:58 pm and 
leave your computer on you will see 
the time move to 1 / 1 /OO; however the 
default will be activated when you 
tum off the computer. This can be 
changed by having your computer 
become 2000 compatible. Ragland 
does not suggest this test if you own 
time-limited license software because 
it will cause your licensed to expire 
when you set your clock ahead. 

Laurentian University has 
also been interested in the possibili- 
ties of the Y2K problem and the im- 
pact it could have on its activites. 
Last year's budget did not address the 
Y2K problem but there are funds that 
can be allocated for this project. The 
new budget scheduled to come out

next year is expected to allocate 
money for making Laurentian' s com- 
puters and programs 2000 compli- 
ant. 

Laurentian University, in 
conjunction with Cambrian College 
and College Boreal, have been work- 
ing together to solve some of the 
common problems that the schools 
share. Part of the joint work includes 
the hiring of Cory Brunatti, a Lam^en- 
tian Graduate with the class of '88, 
who is working with the three schools 
in preparing computers for the year 
2000. At Laurentian, Paul Moorby, 
Manager of Information Systems, is 
co-ordinating the work with Mr. 
Brunatti in preparing the University. 
Mr. Brunatti has explained 
that there are five stages in preparing 
equipment for the new millennium. 
The First stage. Inventory, involves 
taking stock of all the possible areas

where problems can occur. For ex- 
ample: Personal Computers, embed- 
ded chips (faxes, telephones, etc.), 
and any other date related functions. 
The second stage is the Assessment 
Phases. This involves testing all the 
recognized areas in stage one to see if 
they are year 2000 compliant. The 
next stage. Remediation, involves 
applying fixes to the systems to bring 
them to compliance. The fourth stage 
is Validation, where the fixes ap- 
plied are tested to see if they worked 
and regression testing is used to check 
for other possible problems that may 
occur as a result. The final stage is 
Implementation, where everything 
is back to normal. 

Laurentian is at different 
stages for areas that need attention at 
the school. The University purchased 
new software for Administration that 
was needed. The package was 2000 
compliant and therefore Administra- 
tion software is in the final stages. 
The new computers that where pur- 
chased for student use in the labs on 
campus were also purchased to be 
2000 compliant. The main concern 
and concen&ation of Mr. Moorby 
and Mr. Brunatti are the safety con- 
cerns for students and faculty. Lau- 
rentian and Cambrian share the con- 
cern for their residents and the prob- 
lems that may occur with safety sys- 
tems and the areas of power such as 
heat and plumbing. 

The Physical Plant has been 
working for the last year assessing 
equipment like the elevators and boil- 
ers. They are also upgrading soft- 
ware and replacing alarms. Part of 
the process for the Physical Plant will 
be the testing of the boilers in the 
summer to see how they will react to 
the time change. This summer they 
will test the boilers by setting them 
ahead to see what the reaction will be. 

The next area of concentra- 
tion following health and safety will 
be all the individual computers and 
equipment on campus. In the area of 
research computers used for 
spreedsheets, programs and storing 



research will all have to be evaluated 
and made Y2K compliant. 

The University faces the 
additional problem of external com- 
puters. WTiile the University itself 
plans to be ready for the new year, 
there is the concern that outside busi- 
nesses and services will not be ready. 
One of Mr. Brunatti's tasks includes 
making contact with these other par- 
ties like Hydro and Bell to make sure 
that Laurentian is prepared for the 
fwssible problems and to determine 
what these outside businesses are 
doing to make sure they are prepared. 
The problem with becoming Y2K 
compliant is not so much in your own 
actions as it is in the actions of other 
areas you are linked to. An example 
would be you having money to pay 
for gas, but the gas station being 
unable to use the computerized gas 
pumps. Laurentian is working to make 
sure that these types of problems will 
be minimized. 

When the school is ready to 
deal with all the personal computers 
and programs on campus, there is 
will be a need for volunteers to check 
each computer in every office 
throughout the school. Mr. Moorby 
is hoping there are students who are 
interested in computers and want to 
gain experience through volunteer- 
ing to help with the Y2K problem. 
Students who are interested in being 
involved with the Y2K problem at 
Laurentian can contact Paul Moorby 
on the 8th fioor at Computing and 
Telecommunications Services. Stu- 
dents may have the opportunity to 
leam how to do technical work, pro- 
gramming, and other- aspects of 
computer maintenance. 

A future goal of the Uni- 
versity members involved with the 
Y2K problem is to set up support for 
students. They hope to be in a posi- 
tion to help students ready their per- 
sonal computers before there are prob- 
lems. A web site is being constructed 
by Mr. Brunatti and students will be 
able to visit it through a link with the 
Laurentian University web site.

Thisspring 
Imrie will join the Yuk-Yuk's cir- 
cuit - extremely unusual for an ama- 
teur with only one year of experi- 
ence. 

The MacDonald gig was the 
biggest break of Imrie's young ca- 
reer. He has performed regularly at 
Yuk-Yuk's amateur nights (every 
Thursday), and won a spot as a per- 
forming comic at a Canada Day cel- 
ebration last summer in Barrie, 
Imrie's home town. 

On that occasion, Imrie per- 
formed before a thousand people, 
considerably more than the three 
hundred or so that attend sold-out 
performances at the Sudbury Yuk- 
Yuk's. But three hundred is a good- 
sized audience - especially when 
they come ready to laugh - and being 
asked by Yuk-Yuk's owner Chris 
Hawes to open for MacDonald is a 
supreme compliment, owing, no 
doubt to Imrie's ability to work the 
crowd. 

According to Imrie, Hawes 
has been instrumental to his career. 
"He took me under his wing," he 
says of Hawes. Regular appear- 
ances at amateur night with Hawes' 
encouragement allowed Imrie to de- 
velop sufficient material to be in a 
position to open for MacDonald. 

To open for a headliner, a 
comic is expected to perform for 
fifteen minutes - an awful long time 
to keep people laughing! It was the 
longest set Imrie had ever filled, 
three times longer tan the five min- 
utes amateurs are accustomed to. 
'That's why it was such a big deal 
for me," says Imrie, who adds that 
he required two weeks of prepara- 
tion to be ready for the show. 

The next step for Imrie is to 
prepare for the circuit. He will need 
about thirty minutes of material, and 
he is about half way there. Indeed. 



Imrie is taking a short sabbatical from 
amateur nights for the explicit pur- 
pose of writing new material. 

For Imrie, there is no magic 
formula in writing comedy. He fields 
ideas from friends and from day to 
day life, then puts these to the test 
before a live audience. It's a baptism 
by fire, but Imrie enjoys the chal- 
lenge. In his year at Sudbury Yuk- 
Yuk's he has become comfortable 
with his material and stage jitters - 
which never really go away, they are 
merely harnessed and transformed 
into positive energy. 

Improvisation on the stage is 
only a small part of Imrie's presenta- 
tion. He concedes diat the ability to 
improvise comes with experience - 
MacDonald ran with Imrie's last joke 
for about two minutes before launch- 
ing into his own rehearsed material - 



and he is not putting too much pres- 
sure on himself, for the time being, to 
improve in this dimension of stand- 
up comedy. He estimates that ten 
percent of his show is improvisation, 
while a seasoned professional may 
incorporate as much as thirty percent 
improv to his or her act 

From the favourite party joker, 
to being named Sudbury's fiinniest 
amateur comdian, to opening for a 
premiere comic, to an invitaticm to 
the Yuk-Yuk's circuit, Imrie's rise 
has been r^id and well-deserved. 
His show is well worth checking out, 
and Sudburians can do just that at 
Yuk-Yuk's, but only fora little while 
longer. Imrie will return to the stage 
at the end of January, but expects to 
be on the circuit before May flowers, 
so don't delay, he'll crack you up, 
take my word for it

Everyone loves to have the newest and latest CDs in their 
collection. And why not? Ever since we sat in front of our parents' hi- 
fi systems and listened to ABBA or Zepplin, we understood that it was 
good to own your favorite music instead of Ustening to the radio hoping 
they would play that song just one more time. TTie only problem with 
wanting to ow n ai 1 your favorite music is the price . It can cost anywhere 
from $ 16 to $24.99 a for single album, or even more for a double CD 
set. So that is where the music clubs have come in. 

For the longest time, there was only one Music Oub in exist- 
ence. Columbia House started as a record and tape club, then moved 
into CDs, VHS tapes, Laserdiscs, and now DVD and mini-discs. 
Columbia House basically held a monopoly over mail order music. 
That was until a few years ago when BMG Music Service appeared. 
They had a new offer and were ready to take on Columbia House. 
There were a few others that tried to get into the action, but the only 
other survivor of the Music Club wars seems to be the baby of the 
bunch, CDHQ. So, instead of one club and. one deal, you have three to 
choose from. 

Iknow many of you ha ve been in one or more of Aese clubs and 
have your favorite, but there are tricks and bonuses to each. I am a huge 
music lover and own over 600 CDs. Ihave been in and out of the clubs, 
and as of right now I am enrolled in all three. So with that in mind, here 
is my take on the music clubs in what they have to offer, and what they 
are trying to pull. 




YOUR TiyrmoixjaoRY 

SELECTIONS 

The offers are everywhere! You find them in yourfavorite magazines, 
stores. Fresh Kits and even Lambda. Sometimes they will mail you stickers, 
and sometimes you will find them on the net. No matter where you go, you 
can find one of the three clubs offering you **FREE** CDs. 

The best way to get what you really want from the clubs is to have as 
much of their catalogue at your disposal as possible. When they give you the 
list, or a bunch of stickers, that only represents what they think will appeal to 
you. It is always easy to find four or five you really want on the lists, but then 
you have to settle for Bat Out Of Hell or Dirty Dancing as one of your otiier 
selections. The best thing to do in this situation is to find someone who is in 
the club of your choice and get a few of their catalogues. The catalogues 
always have a wider selection, and the newest releases that may not be on the 
flyer you found. Nothing is off limits as a new member except box sets. 
Double CDs will count as two selections, but not always. I got the Star Wars 
double CD as a new member selection and they never counted it as two. This 
doesn't always happen, but mistakes do happen. 

The best club I have found for ordering your first selections is BMG. 
As long as you have internet access, BMG is the easiest club going. Once you 
log onto their site, you can perform searches by artist, song, album, music 

style, and even special groupings 
like soundtracks, new releases or 
club favorites. Once you choose a 
CD, you put it into your cyber-cart 
and search for your next choice. 1 
know Columbia House has a web 
site for its latest club, Play, but it is 
not set up as well as BMG. 

It is up to the individual to find 
the CDs they want, but it seems like 
BMG's internet site is the easiest 
and best for overall ordering service 
and ease.

So there are the deals laid out 
for you. Two clubs with virtually the 
same deal and an old club with a new 
twist. So... which actually is the best 
deal? Keep reading and find out! 

CDHQ is 
the newest, so I'll 
start with them. 
Their deal is one of 
the better ones go- 
ing. Although they 
have a limited li- 
brary, you can get in and out of this 
club pretty fast without spending too 
much money. You only pay shipping 
and handling for eleven of the twelve 
selections, and the one at regular club 
prices really isn't too much. In total 1 
spent $ 1 9.24 for my first seven selec- 
tions, $24.69 for my regular selection 
and $11.44 for my additional four 
selections. After that, I quit. So I 
spent a total of $55.37 for twelve 
CDs. That's only $4.65 each. If I had 
stayed in the club I would have been 
eligible for more offers, but I have 
too many cards arriving as it is, so 
CDHQ had to go! 

One thing that CDHQ does 
offer that the other clubs don't is Air 
Miles! You will get ten Air Miles for 
joining and one Air Mile for every 
$10 you spend. It is a nice bonus if 
you collect and 

are planning a ,,,|||||_| 

trip to Las 
Vegas (approx. 
2200 Air 

Miles). Other 
than the Air 
Miles, CDHQ 
isn't much dif- 
ferent than BMG. 

BMG Music Service is the 
club that put Columbia House in it's 
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place. When it first came out, BMG 's 
twelve for the price of one deal was 
unheard of. lust like CDHQ, the deal 
is basically the same. The shipping 
and handling rates are the same, and 
regularclubprices 
mirror one an- 
other, but there is 
an easier way to 
join and pay 
BMG. 

If you either 
call or log onto BMG, you can pay an 
up front fee of $24.69. They call it a 
membership fee, but you are really 
paying for your one selection imme- 
diately. After this you can order any- 
where from 0-12 
CDs right away. 
If you do not or- 
der all you CDs, 
oranyatall,they 
will send you 
certificates that 
you send in for 
each of your free 
CDs. So if you 
only want to get three now, you can 
hold onto your other certificates for 
as long as you want. This way is a lot 
easier if you know you want CDs that 
aren ' t in the club, or you just want to 
wait until you see something in the 
catalogues that strikes 
you. All you pay is 
the $2.49 S&H fee on 
each single CD. You 
pay less for more CDs 
at once. 

Columbia 
House Play. Al- 
though Columbia 
House has been around the longest. 
Play is the newest offer you can get. 
Actually, it is the same old offer with 




a few club bonuses. The offer is get 
12 CDs for free, plus 2 bonus CDs 
and buy 6 more in two years. Every- 
one has been through this offer be- 
fore. It's not bad, but it gets a little 
pricey. When you get your first 14 
Cds, you will pay around $40 in S&H 
charges and the price for your 60% 
off selection. After that you have to 
buy six more at regular club prices 
which they list as being $14.98 to 
$1 8.98. That's not bad, but in the end 
you will pay around $140 for just 
those six selections. So in the end you 
will get twenty CDs for about $180. 
That's about $9 a CD. That is still 
good for 20 CDs, but it is a lot more 
than you end up 
paying with BMG 
or CDHQ! 

CH Play has 
come up with their 
own gimmicks to 
entice you a little 
more. Play is the 
only club that of- 
fers no cards to re- 
turn. Now you just get a magazine 
which you can order from, or not. 
There are still spotlighted selections 
each month, but you don't have to 
return a card saying you don't want 
them. This has to be the smartest 
thing any club has come up with. I 
hate returning all the cards and tell- 
ing them 1 don ' t want what they deem 
to be the Selection of the Month. 
Play also has a bonus of CD samplers 
(which 1 have never recieved) that 
supposedly feature different artists 
and songs to try to get you to order 
their CDs. I have no idea if these 
samplers have whole songs or song 
snipits since they have never sent me 
one yet, but it is a cool idea.

THE LIBRARIES 



Each music club has a mas- 
sive library of music to offer you. 
Columbia House has the biggest, 
but that is partially due to their lon- 
gevity. Columbia House has been 
around for a long time, but BMG is 
gaining in strength. CDHQ is still 
pretty new, but they do have a fairly 
good selection. 

If you are looking for older 
CDs, all the clubs have the Greatest 
Hits packages we always see, but 
Columbia House has all the old al- 
bums with the hidden gems. For ex- 
ample, you can get Aerosmith's Big 
Ones in all three clubs, but only Co- 
lumbia House has Done With Mir- 
rors. BMG does have a fair selection 
of classic albums, but they still don't 
have the masses that Columbia has. 
Another example of this is Van 
Halen. BMG carries five of their 
albums while Columbia House has 
eight. It does have to do with avail- 
ability, but if you really want to get 
Van Halen Oil 81 2, you better be in 
the right club. 

Another problem that has 
arisen with availability is the fact that 
artists don't want their albums being 
sold for mere pennies so fast. In the 



last few years there has been a drastic 
increase in the availability time for a 
new release. According to the No- 
vember 26, 1998 issue of Rolling 
Stone Magazine, after a new release 
hit the shelves, there used to be about 
a 90-day period you had to wait be- 
fore you saw the CD on your latest 
mailing. Now it is getting to the point 
that CDs are taking up to one year 
before they become available. This is 
not always the case, but there are 
some releases that have been on the 
shelves for a while, but not anywhere 
to be seen in club land (Madonna's 
Ray of Light is one). Artists get less 
royalties from Music Clubs, and I 
don't blame them for holding out for 
a longer period.

ONCE THE PEAL IS OVER 



So what do you do when your 
introductory offer is over? Most peo- 
ple bail out once they have com- 
pleted theirobligation, but sometimes 
it is smarter to hold on for a while and 
see what happens. All the clubs offer 
extra savings once you complete your 
agreement, and all are good, but some 
are better than the others. 

Although I bailed out of 
CDHQ after I got my twelve CDs, 
they had a pretty decent deal. There 
were different offers of buy one get 
two free or take additional CDs for 
certain percentages off. This was 
good, but it is also the same as the 
offers the other clubs promote on a 
regular basis. 

Columbia House is always 
changing their offers when you have 
completed your agreement. For a 
while it was every CD you bought 
you could get another for free. Then 
you had to buy certain amounts of 
CDs to get to different levels of sav- 



ings. For example you started at 30% 
off, then after you bought five discs at 
this level you moved up to 40%, then 
60%, and so on. under Play, Colum- 
bia House has altered so many things 
I don't know the end deals. 

BMG has to have the best 
deal around after your agreement is 
completed. The deal is supposed to 
be that for every CD you buy at 
regular club price, they will send you 
a certificate for any CD for $6.99. 
That is a good deal, because every 
CD I order now they send me one of 
these certificates which sweetens the 
deal. So now every CD I order at 60% 
off, I get another at 60% off. So now 
every CD I orderfrom BMG is $ 1 1 .48 
total. I have never paid full price for 
a CD from the club since my one 
introductory CD. They even sent me 
acertificate for completing my agree- 
ment. So far I have received about 
five or six discs at this price and the 
certificates are stacking up. 



So the main thing you have to 
remember about continuing with the 
clubs is you will probably end up 
spending more per CD on average 
over an extended period of time. They 
want you to stay, but even if you bail 
out early, they will try to win you 
back. I have never stuck with a club 
for very long until now. BMG has a 
great deal, but if they stop sending me 
those certificates, I'm gone!

Quitting the club is easy. All 
you have to do is write them a little 
note saying you have completed your 
agreement and you want out. They 
will cancel your membership imme- 
diately, but that does not mean they 
will leave you alone. 

Once you have quit they will 
send you a offer of either cheaper 
product or even restarting the club 
with the intro offer again. If you say 
no to that, they will send you pack- 
ages in the mail saying they want you 
back on almost a monthly basis. They 
will even call you once in a while to 
see if you want to return to the club. 



They will basically hound you for- 
ever knowing that you ordered from 
them once, and you will probably 
want to again. 

Most of the clubs now claim 
that there is a limit of one member- 
ship per household per year, but that 
is bull. At one point I had three sepa- 
rate memberships with Columbia 
House, two with BMG and my sister 
also was a member of both . I am also 
getting We Want You Back packages 
from BMG even though I am still a 
member. This threat of one member- 
ship per year is just a scare tactic to 



try to keep you in longer, but they 
will take you back. They just want 
your money. 

One way to get around their 
ever so strict rules is to change your 
mailing name . When I was in both the 
video and music clubs with multiple 
memberships, I was receiving prod- 
uct as Mat, M. Thompson, Matthew, 
Matt Tomson and even a completely 
fake name. They never check. So if 
you want more than they offer, or you 
want to quit and rejoin later, don't 
worry, it is as easy as waving money 
under their noses!

Imagine complete darkness, 
never seeing a suni^ise, a beautiful 
person, a magnificent work of art, 
nothing for nearly thirty years. Then 
imagine, all at once, seeing every- 
thing. This is the story of ,4/ First 
Sight. It is the story of Virgil 
Adamson, a blind masseur working 
at a spa, and Amy Benic, a client who 
falls in love with him and helps him 
to regain his sight. 

Val Kilmer is Adamson, a 
good-looking, kind-hearted massage 
therapist who works in a little town 
called Bear Mountain. Mira Sorvino 
is Benic, a stressed out archeologist 
who goes out to the spa to relax and 
take her mind off her work. She 
becomes involved with Adamson 
after a few massage appointments, 
and discovers a newspaper clipping 
of Dr. Charles Aaron (Bruce 
Davison), an opthalmologist who has 
an experimental new treatment to 
restore vision. With much resistance 
from his sister Jenny Anderson (Kelly 
McGillis), Adamson decides to go 
for the operation. It is a success, 
except that he now has to learn to see. 

At First Sight is based on the 
short story "To See and Not See" 
which appears in the book "An An- 
thropologist On Mars", written by 
OliverSacks. He is also the author of 
the 1 990 book "Awakenings", which 
was made into a movie starring 
Robert DeNiro and Robin 
Williams. 

I will admit, when I saw the 
previews for this movie, I thought it 
looked a little boring, and I wasn't 
going to go see it. But, when you 
have a job like this, sometimes you 
have to put your own feelings aside 
and take the plunge. Besides, if I 



didn't like it, I could give 
it a bad review. But I 
don'thaveto. Thismovie 
was great, and I'm glad I 
went to see it. It was two 
people in love overcom- 
ing great obstacles, with a 
little humour thrown in 
from Nathan Lane, who 
played Dr. Phil Webster. 
I will admit, the end is 
kind of sad. No, I didn't 
cry, but I was moved 
(don't tell my wife that, 
she ' II have a hay-day with 
it). 

There were many 
times when I thought

Sije mange 
au cafeteria des etudiants, je suis vu 
comme un genre de «sympathisant 
de negre». II y existent, dans au 
moins un edifice, des salles de toilettes 
ou les etudiants ne sont pas permis. II 
y a aussi une loi non-ecrite qui interdit 
des relations sexuelles entre etudiants 
et professeurs. Heureusement, cette 
loi contre le croisement entre les races, 
tout comme son homologue du Sud, 
n'est pas entierement efficace. 
CHOISIR LA REINE DE LA 
FETE 

Les etudiants de Cal State 
sont privesde droits politiques. Ilsse 
trouvent dans le «Sud academique» 
dupays. La plupartd 'entre euxpteut 
voter dans les elections nationales - 
leur age moyenne etant d'environ 26 
ans - mais il n'ont aucune voix dans 
les decisions qui affectent leurs vies 
academiques. On permet aux 
etudiants, il est vrai, d'avoir un 
gouvernement miniature. Mais, ce 
sont, surtout, des gouvemements 
diriges par des «bons 'tits negres* et 
qui s'occupent surtout de bagatelles. 
La faculte et 1 'administration decident 
quels cours seront offerts ; les 
etudiantschoisissent leur Reine de la 
Fete. De temps i autre, lorsque les 
etudiants moment sur leurs ergots ou 
deviennent rebelles, soit on les ig- 
nore, soit on les dissuade avec de 
vagues concessions, soit on les 
manipules de fa^on experte pour les 
faire changer de position. 



On attend a ce qu'un 
etudiant de Cal State connait sa place. 
II traite un professeur de «Monsieur», 
de «Docteur» ou de «Professeur» et il 
sourit et traine les pieds a la porte du 
bureau en attendant qu'on lui doime 
le droit d'entrer. On lui dit quels 
cours suivre (dans mon departement, 
r anglais, meme les cours au choix 
doi vent etre approuves par un membre 
de la faculte) ; on lui dit quoi lire, quoi 
ecrire et, souvent, oQ ajuster les 
marges sur son dactylo. On lui dit ce 
qui est vrai et ce qui ne Test pas. 
Quelques enseignants disent qu'ils 
encouragent la dissidence mais ils 
mentent toujours et tout etudiant le 
sait. Dit a I'homme ce qu'il veut 
entendre ou il te laisserait tomber. 

Quand un professeur dit 
«saute» les etudiants sautent. J'ai 
cotmu un professeur qui refusait de 
gaspiller du temps de cour pour des 
examens et exigeait que ses etudiants 
arrivent a 6 h 30 du matin. Et, mon 
Dieu, ils I'ont fait! Un autre 
professeur, lors des examens, foumit 
des feuilles de reponses a remplir - 
chacun dans un sac de papier avec un 
trou sur le dessus pour regarder. Les 
etudiants menent leurs mains dans le 
sac pendant I'examen pour remplir la 
feuille. Le professeur fait cela afin 
d'empecher la tricherie. 
LE COURS N'EST PAS 
TERMINE 

Pendant la premiere session 
d'un cours, une fille s'est levee pour 
quitter apres environ dix minutes. Le 
professeur s'est precipite pour 
I'attraper par le bras en disant «Ce 
cours n'est pas termine!» et I'a 
ramenee a son siege. Le meme jour, 
un autre professeur a commence en 
disant a la classe qu'il n'aimait pas 
les barbes, les moustaches, les 
che veux longs sur des gar^ ons ou des 
pantalons sur des filles. A propos, la 
classe consistait surtout en 
professeurs d 'ecole secondaire. 

Encore plus decourageant 
que cette approche Auschwitz k 
I 'education est le fait que les etudiants 
I'acceptent. Ce n'est pas pour rien 
qu'ils ont passe douze ans d'ecole 
publique. lis ont appris une chose, et 
peut-etre seulement une chose, pen- 
dant ces douze annees. Ils ont oublie 
I'algebre - mais, jesus, qu ' ils sui vent 
bien des ordres! Des nouveaux 
etudiants viennent me voir avec une 
dissertation et me demandent si je 
veux que ce soit pliee et si leur nom 
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doit etre en haul idroite. Etj'aienvie 
de pleurer et de les embrasser et 
caresser leur pauvre tete tortur6e. 

Les dtudiants n 'exigent pas 
que des ordres soient logiques. lis 
abandonnent cet espoir avant meme 
de quitter le primaire. Le professeur 
le dit, done c'est vrai. A un tendre 
ige, nous apprenons tous a accepter 
«deux v6rit6s» : ^ Textfirieur de la 
classe, les choses sont vraies h la 
langue, au doigt, k I'estomac, au 
coeur, dans la classe, les choses sont 
vraies par raison d'autoritd. Et cela 
est correcte parce que ce ne vous est 
pas important de toute fa9on. 
DES SIRENES ET UN 
CREPITEMENT DE BALLES 

L ' important c ' est que le prof 
soit content. A la matemelle, nous 
avons appris que les maitresses 
aimaient les enfants qui se tiennent 
en lignes droites. Et c'est comme 9a 
depuis lors. Rien ne change - meme 
9a empire. Les 6coles semblent de 
plus en plus ides prisons. L'anpass6 
j'ai adressd une assemble d'6tudiants, 

et ensuite ne pou vais sortir de la 

— 6cole. Iln'yavaitpasdesorti. Des 
portes barrees. De hautes clotures. 
Un des prisonniers essayaient 
d'escalader une cloture quand il m'a 
vu venir et a reste fige de peur. Pen- 
dant quelquessecondesjem'attendais 
d des sirenes, un crepitement de balles 
et le gar9on immol6 sur la cloture. 

Ensuite, il y a la fameuse 
«coded'habillement». Danscertaines 
6coles secondaires, si sa jupe semble 
trop courte une fille doit se mettre a 
genoux devant le directeur, dans un e 
brdve all6gorie de fellation. Si la jupe 
ne touche pas le plancher, la fiUe 
retoume h la maison pour se changer 
pendant que le directeur, 

vraisemblablement, . Au 

secondaire, les gar9ons ne peuvent 
iXK ni trop d6brailles ni trop propres. 
On dirait que les administrateurs 
d'6coles seraient contents de voir tous 
les petits negres arriver a I'ecole en 
souliers pointings, habille, et cravates. 
Mais non. lis seront trop visibles. 

Alors, pour les enfants 
blancs comme les enfants noirs, 
r6cole revient k un cours de 12 ans 
sur comment deveniresclave. Com- 
ment expliquer autrement ce que je 
vois dans une classe de premiere 
annie? lis ont cette mentality 
d'esclave:complaisantsetinsinuants 
sur la surface, mais hostile et rebelles 
k I'int^rieur. Comme des esclaves 
noirs, les 6tudiants ont des niveaux 
diff6rents de conscience par rapport a 
ce qui se passe. Quelques uns 
reconnaissent leur farce pour ce que 
c'est et laissent meme sortir leur 
revoke de temps k autre. D'autres - y 
incluent la plupart des «bons 
6tudiants» - ont subi un bourrage de 
crane plus profond. lis avalent la 
merde avec de la gourmandise. Us 
croient tout bonnement a ces notes, 
aux exigences gdn^rales de 
I'dducation. lis semblent aux negres 
de maison aux cheveux grises dans le 
Sud qui ne comprennent pas toutes 
les protestations parce que M. Charles 
«nous traite tres bien.» 
ILS TRICHENT BEAUCOUP 
Les conditions d'admissibilite aux 
colleges ont tendance a favoriser les 
«bon 'tits negres» et k filtrer les 
rebelles. Pasentierement.biensur. II 
y a des etudiants a Cal State qui sont 
des amaqueurs experts et qui savent 
tres bien ce qui arrive. lis veulent 
recevoir leur diplome pour ensuite 
passer des annees sur la plantation 
riant et sacrant en altemance pendant 



qu'ils jouent le jeu. Si leur ego est 
assez fort, ils trichent beaucoup. Et, 
bien sOr, meme les bon 'tits negres 
sont en colere quelque part dans le 
plus profond de leur ame. Mais cela 
sort dans une agression passive plus 
tot qu'active. 

Les cas les plus tristes parmi 
les esclaves noirs et les esclaves 
6tudiants sont ceux qui ont tellement 
absorb^ les valeurs de leurs maitres 
que toute leur colere est toum6e sur 
eux-memes. Au Cal State, ce sont les 
dtudiants pour qui chaque note base 
est une torture, qui b6gayent et 
tremblent lorsqu'ils parlent k un 
professeur. On les reconnait 
facilement pendant la periode des 
examens. Leurs visages remplis de 
boutons frais, on pent entendre le 
grognement de leurs estomacs de 
I'autre c6t6 de la salle. S'il y a 
vraiment un jugement ultime, les par- 
ents et les professeurs qui ont cr6e ces 
loques humaines vont brOler en Enfer. 

Les professeurs que je 
connais le mieux sontdes professeurs 
au coll6gial. En general, a I'exterieur 
de la salle de classe, leur trait le plus 
frappant c'est la timidite. lis sont — 

. Regardons tout simplement 

leurs conditions de travail. A un 
epoque oii meme les travailleurs 
itinerants commencent a lutter et a 
gagner, des professeurs de college 
ont toujours peur de faire plus qu'un 
effort symbolique pour am61iorer leur 
statut 6conomique pitoyable. Dans 
les colleges d'etat de la Califomie, 

les facultes reguliSrement et 

vigoureusement par le Gou vemeur et 
la legislature et ils n'offrent jamais 
une resistance solide. lis se couchent 

plat-ventre a terre avec leur 

marmottant des rengaines telles 
«dignite professionnelle» et «dia- 
logue serieux». 
ILS SE SONT DEFILES 

Les professeurs n'etaient 
pas diffdrents lorsque j *6tais 6tudiant 
en premier cycle au UCLA i I'ere de 
McCarthy -c'6tait comme une 
dSbandade de vaches quand ils se 
pr6cipitaient pour se defiler. Et plus 
r6cemment, j'ai trou v6 que le fait que 
j ' avals 6te arrete pendant des occupa- 
tions a amen6 de mes collegues non 
pas une d6sapprobation ou une 
condamnation, mais plutot une grande 
6tonnement : «Vous pourriez perdre 
votre emploi!» 

Et, bien siir, il y a la guerre 
en Vietnam. Quelques professeurs 
s'y opposent. D'autres I'appuient. 
Mais un grand nombre de professeurs, 
qui savent tres bien ce qui se passe, se 
d^filent encore une fois. Et au 
secondaire - oublions-le. La 
tranquillit6 regne. 

Je ne suis pas sur pourquoi 

les professeurs sont tellement 

— . II se pent que I'entrainement 
academique meme impose une divi- 
sion entre pensee et action. II se peut 
6galement que la securite d'un poste 
de professeur titulaire attire des 
personnes timides qui se doutent 
d'eux memes et qui ont besoin 
d'armes et d'autres signes exterieurs 
d'autoritd. Et, comme I'a dit si 
eloquemment Judy Einstein, la salle 
de classe foumit un environnement 
artificiel et protege pour exercer leur 
desir pour le pouvoir. 

Feut-etre les voisins ont une 
plus belle voiture, votre femme vous 
domine et la legislature vous chie 
dessus ; mais mon Dieu dans la salle 
de classe on fait ce que vous dites, 
sinon...! La note est tout une arme. 
Peut-etre elle ne repose pas sur votre 



hanche, rigide comme I'arme du 
policier, mais au long elle est plus 
puissante. 

Quand le gout vous prend 
vous pouvez faire que 35 etudiants 
restent 6veill6s toute une nuit et avoir 
le plaisir de les voir entrer dans la 
salle, la complexion terreux et les 
yeux rouges, portant une liasse de 
papier dactylographie avec une page 
titre, des notes au bas de la page et des 
marges ajustes a 15 et 91. 
RESPECT POUR L'AUTORITE 

La timidite generale qui 
pousse les professeurs a faire des 
negres de leurs 6tudiants comprend 
g6ndralement une peur specifique - 
celle des etudiants meme. Apres 
tout, les 6tudiants sont differents, tout 
comme les noirs. On se sent expos6 
devant eux, sachant que leurs interets, 
leurs valeurs et leur langage sont 
diff6rents des siens. Et, pour empir6 
la situation, il se peut qu'on ait des 
doutes sur soi-m6me. Comment se 
prot6ger done de leur ridicule et de 
leur mdpris? On affiche son autorite. 
On silence des chuchotements d'un 
regard meurtrier. On ecrase des ob- 
jections avec erudition et ironie. Et, 
pire de tout, on fait que ses realisations 
semblent peu accessibles, meme au 
deladu possible. On cache son grand 
ignoranceet affiche unsavoirmaigre. 

Enfin, il y a la raison la plus 
noire de toutes pour I'approche 
maitre-esclave en Education. Plus 
une personne esteduquee et socialisee 
plus elle represente une menace 
sexuelle et plus elle sera subjuguee 
par des institutions, telles des 
p^nitentiaires et des ecoles. Nous 
connaissons maintenant la nevrose 
sexuelle qui pousse les blancs a 
craindre des ecoles et des 
communautes integr6es, et qui fait 
que la castration des noirs est une 
coutume si enracinee dans le Sud. 
Nous devons reconnaitre une 
tendance similaire en education. II y 
a un genre de castration qui a lieu 
dans les 6coles. ^a commence avant 
I'age scolaire, avec les premiers 
empietements des parents sur la 
sexualite libre et saine, et 9a continue 
jusqu'au jour ou Ton remet a 
I'individu son diplome de doctoral 

avec un pair de saignants et 

ratatines agrafe au parchemin. Ce 
n'es pas que la sexualite n'a pas sa 
place dans la salle de classe. On y la 
trouve, mais seulement dans des 
formes perverties et viciees. 
LA PERVERSION EST 
INTELLECTUELLE 

Comment la sexualite se 
manifeste-t-elle dans les 6coles? 
D'abord, il y a la relation 
sadomasochiste entre professeurs et 
etudiants. Cela est bien assez 
sexuelle. Le prix de la rejouissance 
est de ne pas se rendre compte de ce 
qui arrive. L 'etudiant arrive avec son 
equivalent elite d'un manteau de 
cuir; ensuite arrive le professeur - un 
genre de voyou intellectuel - et il 
fustige les etudiants avec des notes, 
des examens, du sarcasme et une 
superiorite morveuse jusqu'a ce que 
leurs cerveaux saignent. Dans 
I'Angleterre d'autrefois, I'ecolier 
fouette est souvent devenu flagellant. 
Dans notre societe, la perversion est 
intellectuelle mais autant perverse. 

La sexualite se manifeste 
aussi dans la salle de classe comme 
matiere a etudier - edulcoree et 
resumee, entierement divorcee de 
sentiments. On donne maintenant 
une «education sexuelle» au 
secondaire comme au college, tout le 



monde resolu de ne pas etre gene, 
d'etre bien a jour. Et, bien sur, il y a 
une autre manifestation deprimante 
de la sexualite dans la salle de classe: 
le professeur «scabreux» qui garde la 
classe eveillee avec des petits rires 
sots et obscenes et des allusions 
sexuelles. Son genre de sexualite, il 
faut I'admettre, est au moins mieux 
que rien du tout. 
SOUS LES JUPONS 

Ce qui manque partout en 
education c'est la reconnaissance 
honnete de ce qui se passe, une con- 
science exc itee de ce qu ' il y a sous les 
jupons et les flanelles. Ce n'est pas 
qu'on doit pousser la sexualite a 
I'ecole - elle Test deja assez. Mais 
nous devons la laisser se faire pousser, 
telle qu 'elle Test et la oil elle Test. Je 
n'insiste quand meme pas que les 
jeunes demoiselles au secondaire — 
— affectueusement (un jour peut- 
etre), mais c'est raisonnable de de- 
mander que les dames n'enseignent 
pas aux fiUes, par exemple et par 
restriction, de faire semblant que ce 
n'est pas la. Comme c'est la, les 
etudiants sont castres ou ont les 
ovaires enleves - et pour les memes 
raisons que les noirs en Georgie : par 
ce qu'ils representent un menace. 

Alors, on peut ajouter la 
repression sexuelle au liste des causes, 
ainsi que la vanite, la peur et le goOt 
du pouvoir qui transforment le 
professeur en «M. Charles». On 
pourrait aussi se rappeler qu'il etait 
negre, lui aussi, a une epoque et ne I'a 
jamais vraiment oublie. Et il y a 
d'autres causes, certaines qui sont 
mieux decrites en termes 
sociologiques que psychologiques. 
Essaie de les trouver. Ce n'est pas 
difficile. Mais entre temps, ce que 
nous avons c 'est beaucoup de negres. 
Et ce qui rend cela grave c'est que 
retudiant a moins de chance de s'en 
sortir de ce beau petrin que le noir, 
car il ne sait meme qu'il y est. C'est, 
plus ou moins, ce qui arrive a 
1 'education sujjerieure. Etlesresultats 
sont bouleversants. 

Premierement, il y a tres 
peu d'education dans les ecoles. 
Comment peut-il y en avoir? On ne 
peut pas eduquer des esclaves ; on 
peut seulement les entrainer. Ou, 
pour utiliser un mot moins beau mais 
plus a la mode, on peut seulement les 
programmer. 
LES MAINS DANS L'ARGILE 

J ' aime la danse folklorique . 
Tout comme d'autres amateurs, j'ai 
depenses d'argent dans I'espoir 
d'apprendre a danser. Pas de notes, 
pas de salle a manger a part, ils vous 
font simplement aimer la danse. ^a, 
c'est reducation. Maintenant, 
regardons ce qui arrive dans nos 
colleges. Un de mes amis a termine 
dernierement un cours de danse 
folklorique. Pour I'examen final il a 
du apprendre quelque chose comme 
ceci : «Les Irlandais sont reconnus 
pour leur sens d'humour et leur im- 
agination, des qualites qui se voient 
dans leurs danses, y compris le gigue 
et le quadrille. Ensuite la professeur 
lui a donne un note de A, B, C, D, ou 
F pendant qu'il dansait devant elle. 
Cela n'est pas reducation, Ce n'est 
meme pas I'entrainement. C'est une 
abomination sur la terre, C'est surtout 
ironique car il a suivi ce cours afm de 
se sortir de la routine academique. II 
a pris des cours artisanales pour la 
meme raison. C'est bien, n'est-ce 
pas? Mettre les mains dans de 
I'argile? Fabriquer quelque chose? 
Mais, voila, le professeur annonce 



qu'on devait remettre une disserta- 
tion de 20 pages avec des notes en bas 
de page. 

A mon ecole, on donne 
meme des notes sur la fa9on dont une 
personnelitdelapoesie. C'estcomme 
donner un note sur la fa9on dont on 

. Mais nous le faisons. Que 

Dieu me pardonne, je le fait aussi. 
Seulement discuter d'un bon poeme 
dans cet environnement peut 
constituer un danger car la salle de 
classe meme est contaminee. 
Quoique j'essais ardemment de faire 
aimer la poesie par les etudiants, leur 
attitude quant a I'ecole et le residu 
que je retient de la methode du UCLA 
les repoussent. 

LES RENDRE EN ESCLAVES 
BIEN DISPOSES 

II y a un autre resultat de 
1 'esclavage des etudiants qui est autant 
dangereux - il n'y a pas de liberation 
lors de la collation des grades. En 
fait, on ne permet pas la collation 
avant qu'il ne demontrent la volonte 
- pendant 1 6 ans - ademeureresclaves. 

Ce que je veux dire c'est 
que nous sommes tous plus ou moins 
des negres, des esclaves - professeurs 
comme etudiants. Ceci est le point de 
depart si Ton veut comprendre des 
phenomenes sociales plus grandes 
dans notre pays et ailleurs. 

L'oppression en education 
est plus difficile a combattre que 
l'oppression raciale. Si vous etes 
rebel le noir on ne peut pas vous mettre 
en exile ; soit on vous intimide ou 
Ton vous tue. Mais au secondaire et 
au college, on peut tout simplement 
vous mettre dehors. 

Et on le fait. Au secondaire, 
c'est plus souvent I'etudiant qui est 
puni ; au college c'est le professeur. 
D'autres se tannent de.la bataille et 
quitte le systeme volontaire. Mais 
1 'abandon est un peu comme aller 
dans le Nord pour un noir. On ne peut 
pas, en realite, y echapper done on est 
mieux rester et faire du trouble. 
ORGANISER MAINTENANT 
POUR LA LIBERTE 

Comment faire du trouble? 
Cela est sujet pour un autre article. 
Mais pour commencer, pourquoi ne 
pas continuer I 'analogic? Que font 
les noirs? lis ont d'abord force la 
realite de leur esclavage. Ils ont 
arrete de rever d'une recompense au 
ciel. Ils se sont organises. lis ont 
decide de prendre la liberie 
maintenant. 

Les etudiants, tout comme 
les noirs, ont un pouvoir immense 
qu'ils n'utilisent pas. Ilspourront.en 
iheorie, exiger leur participation a 
leur propre education. lis pourront 
rendre bilateral la liberie academique. 
lis pourront montrer a leurs 
professeurs de reussir par 1 'amour el 
I 'admiration plutot que par la crainte 
el le respect. lis pourront apprendre a 
danser en dansanl sur les feuilles des 
examens. lis pourront mettre le 
systeme de notes dans un musee. lis 
pourront detruire des murs el laisser 
le vent apporler la vie dans la salle de 
classe. Ils pourront transformer la 
salle de classe en «champ d'aclion» 
lei que Peter Marin la decrit. Et ils 
pourront etudier pour le meilleur 
raison qui soit - leur propre bien. 

lis pourront. lis ont le 
pouvoir. Mais seulement a quelques 
endroits ont-ils commence a I 'utiliser 
Pour les etudiants, comme pour les 
noirs, la bataille la plus difficile n'est 
pas conlre «M. Charles». La bataille 
est conlre ce que M. Charles a fait k 
voire esprit.

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The NBA Returns but Without Michael Jordan

The NBA has had a tough go 
of it lately. First there was the NBA 
lock out orchestrated by the owners, 
and just when you thought it couldn't 
get any worse Michael "Air" Jordan, 
the NBA's crown prince retires after 
thirteen glorious seasons. 

The week prior to his an- 
nouncement the Owners and the Play- 
ers had finally resolved their disa- 
greements over the collective bar- 
gaining agreement and settled on a 
starting date for the opening of the 
remainder of the 1998/99 season. The 
players had all reported to their vari- 
ous training facilities and the NBA 
vigorously began attempting to gain 
back fan support. However, the re- 
tirement of Michael raked in all the 
headlines and effectively took the 
wind out of the NBA's sails. One is 
left to contemplate the future of the 
league; is the NBA a ship adrift or 
simply charting a new course? One 
thing is for certain: as of Wednesday 
January 13,1 999, the NBA will have 
to deal with the loss of its biggest and 
most marketable star at a time when 
fan support is at an all time low. 

The last time the NBA gave 
us something to cheer about was way 
back, before all this controversy and 
negotiations even began. It was June 
of 1 998, when the Chicago Bulls won 
the 1998 NBA Championship over 
the Utah Jazz. It was the sixth Cham- 
pionship of Michael's career (the 
Bulls had already won in 1991-93, 
and 96-97). Michael also took home 
the Series MVP award and celebrated 
with his teammates in style. How- 
ever, after winning his third consecu- 
tive championship, for the second 
time in his career Jordan displayed a 
noticeable tone of ambiguousness 
when asked about the possibility of 



his return the next season. He hinted 
at retirement and manufactured an- 
swers that left people with more ques- 
tions than answers as he waited to the 
last possible moment to make his 
final decision. 

In my opinion the effect of 
the timing of his retirement announce- 
ment is two fold. Firstly, as previ- 
ously mentioned, it hurts the NBA; 
the saying "kicking someone when 
they are down" comes to mind. Sec- 
ondly, it does not give fans the time to 
grieve. I don' t mean this figuratively 
either, I actually mean that fans need 
time to get over the loss of the game's 
greatest player before they are ready 
to re-embrace the sport. I don't feel 
that I am being overly emotional here, 
it's just that Michael has meant so 
much to the game of basketball for so 
long that his loss hits the real fans 
hard. I'm sure that to the average 
person Michael Jordan's retirement 
isn't ofany significance at all. How- 
ever, for those who watched the 
skinny young man from North Caro- 
lina grow into the game's greatest 
champion, the impact is severe if not 
devastating. 

For all those who did not fol- 
low the negotiations which lasted well 
into the 1998/99 season, the follow- 
ing is a little summary of the business 
of basketball as it relates to the afore- 
mentioned lock out. The torrid dis- 
pute between team owners and the 
Players Association, over the collec- 
tive bargaining agreement resulted in 
a lockout and the loss of the first 
thirty games of the season. The nego- 
tiations, which began just after the 
NBA championship in June of 1 998, 
were held in order to resolve some of 
the disagreements on policy, as well 
as to chart the financial future of The 
National Basketball Association. 



Key issues, such as the restructuring 
of the salary cap were hotly debated. 
The Players Association pushed for 
the removal of the salary cap, in addi- 
tion to the development of a revenue 
sharing package that would see them 
getting a bigger slice of the financial 
pie. In other words, they want no 
limitations on salaries, and a share of 
teams' revenue. 

On the other side, the owners 
wanted to reduce the amount of 
money that they have to spend by 
capping team spending and innovat- 
ing a better revenue sharing agree- 
ment between the owners. This would 
help small market teams such as Min- 
nesota and Milwaukee to contend 
against the larger market teams such 
as Chicago, Los Angeles and New 
York. Market is simply a word given 
to factors that determine a team's 
financial success such as fan base, 
ticket sales and merchandise sales. 

Another point of dispute has 
been the length of time a player is 
required to stay with his first team 
before he can renegotiate his con- 
tract. The Players Association lob- 
bied for the number of years to be 
reduced which would allow players 
to test their market value and sign 
with other teams for larger amounts 
of cash. The players want to increase 
their individual right to choose their 
destiny. The owners feel that this 
hinders their ability to build a com- 
petitive team because draft picks 
would not have to stay with the team. 
Needless to say, there was a wide gap 
between the sides. Despite this fact, 
early in the negotiations most in- 
volved felt that a resolution was just 
a matter of time. However, this opti- 
mism was short lived, and as both 
sides entrenched themselves, it be- 
came abundantly clear that a solution 



would be hard to come by. 

As the weeks and eventually 
months rolled by, NBA fans were 
left with a feeling of being kicked in 
the teeth. The fans were left wonder- 
ing if there was even going to be a 
season or indeed a league at all. One 
rumor that surfaced involved the 
players establishing their own league, 
one based on their principles, and 
dismantling the NBA all together. 
The NBA Players Association, wary 
of the consequences that faced Ma- 
jor League Baseball and its players 
after their strike, launched various 
campaigns in order to gain fan sup- 
port in their struggle with the own- 
ers. 

Endeavors such as newspa- 
per, radio and television ads designed 
specifically to create sympathy for 
their cause, were put forth. The 
Players Association simply did what 
the NBA is known for they capital- 
ized on the marketability of their star 
power by using players such as the 
San Antonio Spurs Center/ Power 
Forward, Tim Duncan and Detroit 
Pistons Power Forward Grant Hill in 
numerous television commercials. 
The commercials portrayed these two 
former Rookie of the Year winners 
as anxious to get back to work (play- 
ing basketball) and eager to please. 
The players' tone in the commer- 
cials was one of helplessness about 
the negotiations and empathy to- 
wards the fans. This brilliant mar- 
keting strategy starkly contrasted the 
"we know the fans will love us no 
matter what'" approach adopted by 
the Major League Baseball players 
during their World Series canceling 
strike of 1994. 

As the saga continued, own- 
ers and players watched as NBA 
merchandise sales plummeted and 



the pressure mounted. The debate 
was becoming extremely heated to 
the point where all negotiations were 
halted for a lengthy Christmas break. 
After the break the differences were 
handled quickly and an agreement 
was found. 

There are a number of things 
that bother me about the entire proc- 
ess of the negotiations between the 
Players Association and the owners, 
they are as follows: 

1 ) The players wanting to share 
in the team's revenue is the equiva- 
lent of the average person asking their 
boss to hand over some of his/her 
profits. 

2) When the players gathered 
to vote on the ratification of the new 
collective bargaining agreement, most 
came in stretched limos. 

3) These players have lost 
touch with the game, they are more 
concerned with the all mighty dollar 
than the integrity of the game. 

4) The owners are the ones 
who have all the risk. Paying out huge 
contracts in no way guarantees a com- 
petitive or even profitable team. The 
players on the other hand, have no real 
risks financially, win or lose, injured 
or not, these players still rake in more 
money than the Gross National Prod- 
uct of most countries, yet they argue 
over money. 

All I know is that the game's 
greatest ambassador, maybe the only 
one who could make the fans forget 
about all this garbage about money 
has moved on. This has left most fans 
feeling much like the owners must 
after handing out ten million dollars a 
season to some kid just out of high 
school . . . completely screwed over.

Atlanta Shocks Minne-
